The Manitoba Trust ‘ 
Funds Scandal 


Winnipeg, Sept. 293—Slowly  un- 
folding the mystery which envelopes 
the loss of nearly $1,000,000 in the 
endowment funds of the University of 
Manitoba, a board of inquiry pursued 
its work today. 

Less than five hours’ investigation 
by the Board. reveals that books. of 
the University had not been complet- 
ely audited in the last eight years; 
| that no report had been tendered as 
to the condition of investments; that 
the board of governors had failed to 
comply with the statutes of the in- 
stitution, and that John A. Machray 
acted as both chairman of the gov- 
ernors and bursar contrary to the 
University Act . 

Today’s session was occupied with 
‘the tracing by counsel of the history 
|ani laws of the institution and the 
testimony of Dr. W. J. Spence, reg- 
istrar and secretary to the board of 
governors, 

In reply to a question by Mr. Mc- 
Williams, the registrar told the com- 
mission the late R, H. Shanks, chief 
accountant for the investment com- | 
pany of Machray and Sharpe, through 
whose accounts funds of the Univer- | 
sity were handled, was secretary for 
the “Land Board’? whose duty it, 
was to administer the lands granted 
the University by the government for 
investment purposes. 

Mr. Spence who told the board 
budget accounts prepared by the bur- 
sar for the board of governors never 
contained any particulars of invest- 
ment accounts, though they did deal 
with ‘‘anticipated revenues and pro- 
posed expenditures’’ for the main- 
tenance account, 

Transfer of all bonds or funds from 
| the investment account had to re- 
ceive the signature of the university 
| upon them. Dr. Spence, however, said 
on only two occasions could he re- 
member ever signing a transfer of 
sale or disposal and of those occa- 
sions he signed documents for trans- 
fer of $220,000 in Dominion Govern- 
ment bonds, 

The first request for his signature 
was made in a letter from Machray, | 
| who assured the registrar the transfer 
would be approved by the board of | 
governors at their next meeting. This 
was usual, said Dr, Spence, and _ he 
felt no concern because the request 
was for the disposal of $200,000 
| bonds. However, he affixed the seal 
and the sale later was approved by 
the board of governors, 

There never was any motion or 
recommendation made for the dis- 


|

BANKERS AND CREDITREFORM 
Will the bankers of Canada lead 
the way in correcting certain weak- 
nesses in the present credit system 
of the country of will they delay their. 
own informed initiative until the 
pressure of agitztion has led par-‘ 
liament into making changes that 
may be more radical than sound? 

This is indeed a pertinent ques-: 
tion today, Saskatchewan has ap- 
pointed a commission to study and 
recomimend. changes in the bank act 
which that province may urge at the 
coming scssion of parliament.  Al- 
berta plans to give expression to its 
views on necessary amendments. 
Criticism of the Canadian banking 
system at the recent convention of 
the Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada is but a further indication of 
a widening feeling that certain chang- 
es in that system are overdue. 

Present advocates of change range 
all thé way from those who favor 
complete nationalization of credit to 
those who recognize the inherent 
strength of the Canadian system and 
believe that strength should be re- 
tained with such modifications as 
would meet easonable — criticism 
;and the jagitiuats needs, as far as is 
| wisely and safely possible, of present 
and future conditions. 

The Globe has indicated frequently 
‘its own belief in the inherent strength 
of the Canadian banking system. 
But like nvany other defenders of the 
system, it is not blind to certain 
weaknesses which could be corrected 
if taken in hand by those who believe 
in the fundamentals of the system 
ond havg the necessary knowleige of 
banking that would enable them to 
apoly the right measures. 
Chief among prcsent weaknesses is 
the tendency tcward over-expansion 
of credit in days of prosperity and 
over-contraction times of ‘advers- 
ity.

Coalition Governments. 


™ 


The question of coalition, or union, governments has been brought very 
forcibly to the attention of the people throughout the Western provinces of 
Canada within recent months. There is undoubtedly a very considerable body 
of public opinion which favors the reorganization of governments at the 
present time upon a non-partizan basis,—that is, the formation of cabinets 
of ministers inclusive of representatives of all existing political parties, with 
the strongest men chosen from each to constitute the Government. 

But the average elector has but a hazy idea as to how this can be 
brought about. Many people entertain the view that all present parties 
are equally responsible if such coalitions are not effected. If an official 
offer of coalition is made by the head of the Government in office, and it is 
rejected by the other party, or parties, then, of course, the latter must ac- 
cept full responsibility for their decision. There is, however, only one person 
in each Province who can take the initial step leading to coalition. That is 
the Prime Minister. 

Under the British system of parliamentry government the King, or his 
representative, invites the leader of the party having a majority in the House 
of Commons, or Legislature, as the case may be, to form a Government. He 
becomes Prime Minister. It is then his sole prerogrative to select his own 
ministers. He may consult as many people as he chooses, but he, and he 
alone, names his ministers. Nobody else has any rights in the matter, 
except, of course, that such ministers must be approved by the people them- 
selves by election to the Legislature, Having chosen his ministers, the Prime 
Minister alone can demand their resignation from the Government. 

It was Premier Ramsay MacDonald who proposed the formation of a 
National Government in Great Britain; it was Premier Sir Robert Borden 
who proposed Union Government in Canada during the war in 1917; it was 
Premier Bracken who proposed coalition in Manitoba this year; it is 
Premier Tolmie who recently proposed coalition in British Columbia, Nobody 
but the Prime Minister has any right to do so. For a leader of an opposi- 
tion party to propose coalition would be to infringe on the prerogatives of 
the Prime Minister, 

Once a Prime Minister does propose coalition to the leaders of other 
parties then a large measure of the responsibility for the realization of such 
a form of administration is shifted on to their shoulders, and it becomes a 
Joint responsibility of all to so compromise their differences as to make a 
union of their forces effective. : 

Coalitions in the past, both in Canada and elsewhere throughout the 
Empire, have been brought about in times of emergency in order to carry 
through certain policies deemed by all in the interests of the country but 
which it would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, for a government 
representative of only a section, of the people,—even pf a majority of them, 
—to do by itself. Therefore, when coalitions are formed the exact nature 
of the emergency to be met, and the policies by which it is to be met, must 
of necessity be'clearly stated, and it is on the basis thus set out that coali- 
tion takes place. This was true in the case of the present National Govern- 
ment in Great. Britain, and also when Union Government was formed in 
Canada to win the war and enforce conscription. 

Much of the opinion in favor of coalitions today is founded in the idea 
that party politics and party Governments are a mistake; that the whole 
citizenship should be united in one party and one Government; in a word, 
that Provincial Governments at least should be in the nature of a municipal 
council, or board of directors of a company. Whether such an. ideal is prac- 
tical is another question. There are divergent groups in many company 
directorates, controlling majority and a dissentient minority. 
true in municipal councils, although the members may not be definitely 
classified under any group name or as Government and Opposition. But the 
parties or groups exist just the same. 

In fact when any two persons join forces to bring about any given result 
a party is formed, and the same is true when two persons unite to oppose 
any given policy or line of action. In fact, cbalitions become necessary when, 
because of @ multiplicity of parties, no one party can command a majority 
and thus form a Government, Coalitions, therefore, are not the solution of 
the party system, and it would appear that there will continue to be parties 
just so long as everybody does not think, see and act alike on public 
questions. 

Finally, a coalition government As not created through a joining of 
forces by ‘a few individuals, but a union of parties. Only by a merger of 
parties for a given purpose can the required strength be given to a coalition. 
One or two individuals might enter a Government to add strength to that 
Government, but it would not be a coalition. Parties must unite to bring

Four Hudson Bay white. whales 
brought to ‘Winnipeg by the industrial 
development board of Manitoba, have 
yielded 896 pounds of oil and’ 290 
pounds of fish meal, according to an 
announcement of J. M. Davidson, sec- 
retary of the board. 

Samples of the oil were submitted 
to the fish by-products committee and 
found to contain excellent lubricating 
qualities... Additional samples have 
been sent to 18 different companies in 
Canada, the United Kingdom, and the 
United States for examination. 

Portions of the hide were tanned 
and made a satisfactory leather, 

Remarkable results from  experi- 
ments with fish meal as.a fertilizer 
also were reported by the committee. 
It is claimed in a recent test, on one 
acre of land, the yield of oats was 
increased from 22.6 bushels to 90.4 
bushels. The fish fertilizer remains 
active in the soil for at least four 
years and is particularly suitable for 
Manitoba soils.

that. province. tested last year. The 
number of samples: received from Al- 
berta was too small to make com- 
parative tests.

Japanese Scientist 
Lives Among Lepers 

Has No Fear Because Disease Is Not 
Contagious 

Seventeen years among the lepers 
of Taiwan, Formosa, Japan, have left 
Dr, Makimoto Iwaga in perfect health 
and confident he will never contract 
the dreaded disease, — 

Stopping at Montreal on his way 
to Berlin, where he will deliver a pa- 
per on his experiments with vyltra- 
violet rays and lepric bacilli before a 
convention of scientists, the eminent 
Japanese physician told interviewers 
he was “neither courageous nor fool- 
‘hardy” in believing it unlikely he 
should become a victim of leprosy. 
“And that simply because leprosy is 
not contagious, a fact not generally 
known by laymen but widely recog- 
nized among specialists in the mat- 
ter,” said Dr. Iwaga. 

After years of laboratory. experi- 
ments, Dr. Iwaga said he had recent- 
ly killed lepric bacilli by the special 
use of ultra-violet rays. “But that is 
only the beginning,” he added. “We 
have yet to negative the bacilli in the 
human organism—and that is a diffi- 
cult step.” . : 

Condition of lepers in Formosa was 

described as follows by Dr. Iwaga: 

“Our lepers live in comfortable san- 
atoria, equi with the very latest 
in scientific apparatus, and receive 
the careful attention of physicians 
who keep posted on every develop- 
ment of science as it affects their 
specialty, Theirs is almost the life 
of a normal human being. Marriages 
between lepers are not infrequent and 
are sanctioned by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, Missionaries and nuns are 
usually attached to these sanatoria 
and it.is a curious fact that sooner 
or later nearly all lepers become 
Christians.” ’

“Six-hour day; five-day week.” The 
oft-repeated cry of labor again re- 
sounded as the Trades and Labor.

The report refers further to the 
fact that for seven days investiga- 
tions were conducted without bait. 

The committee's report gives de- 
tailed information: regarding the in- 
vestigation of Dr. Alexander Bajkov, 
who is attached -to the Biological 
Board of Canada, at the University 
of Manitoba. This information proves 
the presence of commercial fish in 
Hudson Bay. Dr. Bajkov has in his 
possession specimens of cod caught 
by Mr. Hachey during his expedition. 
These cod are very small and young 
and thus might not possibly be 
brought within Mr. Hachey’s cate- 
gory-of ‘commercial fish,” but the 
committee claims they constitute de- 
finite evidence that cod do exist in 
Hudson Bay and that the scientific 
evidence submitted by Mr. Hachey to 
the effect that the waters of the Bay 
were too cold for reproduction, is 
open to question. . 

Dr. Bajkov is an eminent author- 
ity on the fish industry. and has in 
his possession records of other expedi- 
tions into the White Sea and Arctic 
Oceans, in which the latitudes trav- 
ersed and the equipment used are al- 


most. exactly similar to those of Mr, 


Hachey’s expedition. This informa- 
tion indicates that had the Hachey 
expedition continued operations into 
September, it is quite possible that 
they would have found an entirely 
different situation in connection with 
the supply of cod in Hudson. Bay 
waters. In the month of September, 
the Russian expedition found gigantic 
schools of cod’in almost exactly the 
latitude of Hudson Strait and under 
similar conditions all around, except 
that their expedition continued a lit- 


’ tle later in the season. Mr. Hachey, 


with Halifax as his base and having 
to return there before winter set in, 
could not prolofig his investigations to 
that date, put nor could anyone work- 
ing from Halifax. But an expedition 
working from Churchill could do. so 
and might conceivably find cod in 
September.

Wheat Exports 


Sharp Increase Is Shown As Com- 


7 pared With Last Year 


A sharp increase in the export of 
wheat, with western Canada's new 
ocean seaport, Churchill, taking’ its 
place in the record, is shown in a re- 
port issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. ‘ 

In the five weeks ended September 
1, export clearances amounted to 16,- 
782,749 bushels. This compares with 
10,473,083 bushels for the correspond- 
ing period last year. Practically one- 
half the clearances since August 1 
have been through the port of Mon- 
treal, while Vancouver has handled 
about one-quarter of total clearances. 
Shipments from Churchill totalled 
823,713 bushels during the five-week 
period. . Both Montreal, with 8,517,- 
500 bushels cleared, and Vancouver, 
4,017,145 bushels, show heavy increas- 
es as compared with a year ago. 

A feature of the bureau report is 
the statement the clearances of Cana- 
dian grain through United States 
ports show a marked decrease. The 
shipments since August 1 have to- 
talled only 1,973,000 bushels com- 
pared with 8,384,000 bushels shipped 
during the same period last year. 

University Work Co-Ordination 
Working Plan For Four Western 

Institutions Has Possibilities 

Co-ordination of the work of the 
four provincial universities in western 
Canada is not a new subject, accord- 
ing to Dr. James A. MacLean, presi- 
dent of the University of Manitoba. 
The matter has been considered from 
tifme to time by a committee of the 
Canadian universities conference, 

In Dr. MacLean’s opinion the pro- 
posal contains possibilities worthy of 
attention. He had not heard of latest 
proposal of Premier Brownlee of Al- 
berta and declined to discuss the mat- 
ter in detail, On the angles from 
which the question had been consider- 
ed in the-past was the emphasis in 
certain universities on some of the 
professional schools. For instance, the 
University of British Columbia might 
develop its school of marine engineer- 
ing to a high degree and leave to 
other universities the task of devel- 
oping high grade schools in other 
branches. By co-operation and agree- 
ment along this line there was an op- 
portunity of avoiding unnecessary du- 
plication and saving expenses.

Farms In Canada 


Heavy Increase In Number Of Farms 
In Last Ten Years 

There were 17,574 more farms in 
Canada at the time of the 1931 cen- 
sus than in 1921, according to: fig- 
ures issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. The total for 1931 was 
728,664, and for 1921.it was 711,090. 

There were decreases in the eastern 
provinces form Ontario to the sea, 
but increases in all the other prov- 
inces. Saskatchewan showed an in- 
crease of 17,021 in the decade. Alber- 
ta 14,454, British Columbia 4,106, and 
Manitoba 947. There were 41 farms 
in the Yukon. 

Prince Edward Island had a de- 
crease of 836; Nova Scotia, 7,988; New 
Brunswick, 2630; Quebec, 1,662, and 
Ontario, 5,879. 

There was a total of 586,229 farms 
owned by their occupants, 74,382 fén- 
anted and 67,942 partially owned. 
Full ownership of farms decreased 4 
per cent, in the decade, while tenant 
farmers increased 33 per cent.

Numerous firms have indicated they 
are awaiting publication by the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and Canadian Govern- 
ment the decisions arrived at during 
the Imperial Conference at Ottawa 
before exhibiting their goods. 

As these decisions will ~ probably 
not be made public before the end of 
October it is hoped the empire trade 
ship will sail for the Dominion next 
spring.

Accom- 
modation for another 50 years has 
also been provided. 

The value of these papers, of 
course, cannot be estimated. They 
throw a flood of light on the feelings 
that agitated the people during that 
time. Through the papers can’ be 
traced the growth of reforms, chang- 
es in thought, as well as much that 
is of historical significance. To the 
research student they are invaluable. 
Professor Gilbert Murray, the famous 
British scholar, says that the older a 
newspaper is the more valuable it be- 
comes. “If we only had a week's file 
of a newspaper of the fifth century 
B.C., imagine what could be learned 
of those days from it.’—Regina

The book was taken out of Exeter 
Cathedral for the first time in nearly 
1,000 years to be brought to London 
for the preparation of the second 
edition. This is limited to 250 copies. 
For the books fs not printed; each 
of the original pages is reproduced by 
a special photographic process, and 
the whole is bound in buckram block- 
ed in gold. 


Intelligence and Ability 


Are One and the Same Thing, So 
Scientists Say 

Intelligence and ability are the 
same thing, and both are “inborn,” 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vance of Science was told. 

The man with the highest intelli- 
gence is the man with the greatest 
number of inborn abilities, Prof. W. 
McDougall, noted psyschologist, said. 
The difference in intelligence between 
man and the lower animals is really a 
difference in inborn abilities. 

Intelligence, he explained, is a sort

Not Accurate Measure 


Ordinary Spoons Should Not Be Used 
For Medicine 

The new edition of the British 
Pharmacopoeia, which is the English 
doctors’ official catalogue of drugs, 
recommends that household spoons 
should not be uséd for measuring 
doses of medicine. The reason is 
that they vary in size. The medi- 
cinal teaspoonful is 60 drops, and if 
you care to experiment with your 
own teaspoons you may be surprised 
to find how much those of different 
kinds differ from one another in size. 
The differences in dessert and table 
spoons are almost as great, Doses 
should always be measured in grad- 
uated glasses. 

Many old medicines have disap- 
peared from the British Pharmaco- 
poeia. Among the 356 discarded medi- 
cines are camomile (which was really 
a relic of the Middle Ages) and ipeca- 
cuanha wine The latter has gone 
because it was made from sherry and 
their is now an international agree- 


ment that no drugs made with wine |

Less Butter In Storage 


Cold Storage Warehouses Show Drop 
In Both Butter and Eggs 
Butter and eggs in cold storage 
warehouses on September 1 showed 
decreased quantities as compared 
with a few years ago, while other 
other commodities, with the exception 
of fish holdings increased, the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics reported. 
Creamery butter in storage at the 
first of the month totalled 30,411,094 
lbs., compared with 39,980,281 Ibs., on 
September 1, 1931. Dairy butter hold- 
ings were 337,185 lbs., against 420,- 
271 a year ago. Cold storage eggs de- 
creased from 14,379,032 to 11,787,909 
dozen; fresh 1,366,093 to 993,288, and 
frozen 5,809,837 to 4,984,142 dozen.

And Points To Possible Remedy 


In response to requests from nu. 
merous organ'zations in weste:n Cane 
ada a con.erence cn the dest_uctica 
of weeds by means of chemicals was 
called in Edmonton in the fal of 102. 
This conference asked the National 
Research Council to undertake a pro- 
gramme of research with referenc: to 
the destruction of weeds and recom- 
mended strongly that the p-ogram 
should not be limited to the use of 
chemical weed eradicators, The Coun. 
cil appointed an Associate Committee 
on Weed Control, with representatives 
of the chief institutions concerned in 
the general problem, and the commit- 
tee then undertook the task of devel- 
oping a programme co-ord'nating as 
far as possible all activities in the en- 
tire field of weed control investiga- 
tions in the prairie prov:nces. 

One of the committee's first actions 
was to initiate a weed survey, A spe- 
cial investigator was appointed to 
study and compile the results of sur- 
veys by the provincial departments 
of agriculture in thé prairie provinces 
and to make a personal reconnais- 
sance of this area. This work he car- 
ried on for two years, then prepared 
@ report which is now in press, and 
which, with its accompanying maps 
showing the distribution and preval- 
ence of the worst weeds, gives a bet- 
ter picture than we have had hither- 
to of the weed problem in the West 
and the kind of action required to 
meet it. F 

The provincial departments of agrie 
culture undertook a programme of 
field experiments with chemicals, un- 
der a system carefully planned in con- 
ferencé. Grants were ‘made out of 
funds placed at the disposal of the 
Committee by the National Research 
Council, to assist various university 
workers in the investigation of some 
of the more fundamental aspects of 
the problem, such as the growth habe 
its and root systems of weeds, the. 
diseases of weeds (which may spread 
to crop plants), and the effects on the 
soil of chemicals applied for weed 
control. At the last meeting of the 
committee, representatives of the 
Federal and Provinncial Departments 
of Agriculture, and of the universities, 
recommended unanimously that a 
popular bulletin should be issued, dis- 
cussing weed contro] in the light of 
these newer investigations. This 
bulletin is now in press. 

The Division of Biology and Agri- 
Culture of the National Research Lab- 
oratories undertook an extensive pro- 
gramme of research on the use of 
chemicals as weed killers. This in- 
cluded the testing of a wide variety 
of chemicals with a view to find'ng 
useful ones, and the investigation of 
their effects on plants as modified 
by a large number of factors in the 
plant, in the environment, and in the 
mode of employing the chemical. The 
first part of this work was done in 
greenhouses at the University of Al- 
berta, and had progressed far enough 
to justify laying out field experiments 
this season for the further testing 
of twelve of the most promising 
chemicals. A careful study has also 
been made of the fire hazards involved 
in the use of chemicals, a common 
ingredient of commercial weed killers, 
and similar substances. A paper is 
now in press showing clearly the con- 
ditions under which it is safe and 
those under which it is dangerous to 
use such materials. 

These studies, in some of their more 
fundamental aspects, will be contin- 
ued to still better advantage in the 
new laboratories at Ottawa, where 
there will be facilities for controlling 
growth conditions, thus making it 
possible to observe accurately the ef- 
fect of any chemical treatment ap- 
plied to the weeds.

Yield Over Whole Dominion Lighter 
This Year 

Reports made by C, B. Gooderham, 
Dominion apiarist, state there is 
about a 65 per cent, crop in Ontario, 
@ little over 50 per cent. in Saskatch- 
ewan and 60 per cent. in Alberta. 

While the honey crop in the Red 
River Valley is somewhat lighter on 
account of dry weather injuring the 
clover crop reports from central and 
vorthern Manitoba indicate a better 
crop than last year. 

The favorable weather in the spring 
and early summer developed the clov- 
er crop about 10 days earlier than 
usual in Manitoba, with beneficial re- 
sults to the honey harvest. According 
to Mr. L. T. Floyd, provincial apiarist 
for Manitoba, producers may expect 
good prices in view of the fact that 
the yield over the Dominion is only 
about 80 per cent. normal. 


To Distribute Wealth 


Spanish Authorities Decide To Dis- 
pose Of Confiscated Jesuit 
Properties 
The National Assembly of Madrid 
bas approved of a law providing for 
the distribution for social welfare of 
about $30,000,000 worth of confiscated 

Jesuit properties. 

It was stipulated that in case Jes- 
uits did not appear in a legal writ as 
the owners of alleged Jesuit proper- 
ties, such holdings would also be con- 
fiscated and the listed owner receive 
five per cent. of the former annual 
income. 

This disposal of Jesuit properties 
followed within seven months a gov- 
ernment decree dissolving the order in 
Spain, its birthplace 400 years ago. 
Confiscation was ordered and today’s 
law provided for disposal.

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Fewer Cars Operated 


Falling Off In Registration Is Noted 
By Bureau Of Statistics 

For. the first time since govern-~ 
ment registration of motor vehicles of 
all classes in Canada has been com- 
piled, there was a decrease in 1931, 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported, 

Total registration last year, includ- 
ing passenger automobiles, trucks, 
busses, etc., was 1,206,836 vehicles, 
compared with 1,239,888 in 1930, and 
1,195,594 in 1929. The density de- 
creased from one motor vehicle for 
every 8.2 persons to one for every 
8.6 persons in 1931. Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island, and Quebec 
showed increases, but all the other 
provinces. recorded decreases. Sas- 
katchewan had the largest decrease, 
21,298 vehicles. Alberta followed, 6,- 
966, and Manitoba third, 3,744. 

Prince Edward Island had 17,744 
motor vehicles; Nova Scotia, 43,735; 
New Brunswick, 83,730; Quebec, 179,- 
6572; Ontario, 563,824; Manitoba, 75,- 
564; Saskatchewan, 108,563; Alberta, 
95,656; British Columbia, 98,220; Yu- 
kon, 198. 

The report indicates that 71 per 
cent, of the passénger automobiles 
registered in Saskatchewan were on 
farms; 54 per cent. in Alberta; 49 per’ 
cent. in Manitoba, and’ only 13 per 
cent. in British Columbia. ;

Ounard Cruiser “Carinthia” To Make 

Cruise Of Southern Hemisphere 

The Southern Hemisphere will be 
encircled for the first time by a cruise 
liner when the Cunard cruiser ‘“Car- 
inthia” makes her world cruise next 
January, leaving New York on Jan- 
uary 7th. The entire cruise will be 
made under the Southern Cross. The 
duration of the cruise will be 189 days 
with a distance of approximately 36,- 
801 miles, calling at 35 ports. 

After leaving New York the “Car- 
inthia” will call at Kingston, Jamaica, 
then through the Panama Canal to 
California, Hawaii, down to the South 
Sea Islands, visiting in rapid succes- 
sion those atolls of fabulous beauty 
and fascination, Tahiti, Rarotonga, 
Samoa and the Fijis, continuing to 
New Zealand. and Australia, New 
Guinea, the Dutch East Indies, in- 
cluding Bali and Java, the Strait Set- 
tlements, Ceylon, makes a stop for 
the first time in the history of any 
cruise at the famous Seychelles Is- 
lands, (Port Victoria), down the coast 
of sunny East Africa from Mombasa 
to Cape Town, across the South At- 
lantic to Montevideo (for Buenos 
Aires), Santos, Rio de Janeiro, and 
back to New York. Practically all 
ports of the itinerary have seldom 
been visited by Canadians or Ameri- 
cans. 

The cruise will be particularly in- 
teresting to Canadians in that a large 
number of British possessions will be 
visited, including amaica, New Zea- 
land, Australia, the Strait Settle- 
ments, Ceylon, Seychelles, Kenya, 
Zanzibar, Union of South Africa and 
Barbadoes. 

The ship is due back in New York 
on the afternoon of Thursday, May 
25th. The “Carinthia” is the newest 
steamer in the Cunard fleet, was es- 
pecially constructed for cruising and 
ia of 20,000 tons gross. The shore 
arrangements of the cruise are being 
managed by Thos. Cook & Son.

Feeder Purchase Policy 


Has Been Renewed For Five Months 
From August 1 

Renewal of the Feeder Purchase 
Policy designed to encourage the 
winter feeding of cattle and lambs 
of suitable type and quality is an- 
nounced by the Hon. Robert Weir, 
Federal Minister of Agriculture. 
Under the terms of this policy, 
broadly put. the Federal Depart- 
ment will pay the reasonable travel- 
ling expenses of a farmer or his agent 
to the stockyard point of purchase, 
the feeder sales, or nearest station to 
range at which feeder stock is pur- 
chased.

Floating Air Station 


German Ship To Be Stationed In Mid- 
Atlantic To Assist Air Travel 

The North German Lloyd Company 
announced it had designated the liner 
“Westfalen” as a floating air station 
in mid-Atlantic to facilitate the es- 
tablishment of regular air mail be- 
tween South America and Europe. 

The liner will be equipped as a 
mother ship for trans-Atlantic mail 
’planes. This will include a landing 
platform, store of tools and spare 
parts, radio equipment and weather 
forecasting paraphernalia. 

The liner will be permanently sta- 
tioned midway between Bathurst, Bri- 
tish Gambia, or a nearby point on the 
African Coast, and Fernando Noron- 
ha. 

The establishment of a floating air 
station is expected to solve the fuel 
problem of the long overwater jump, 

The recent international aviation 
congress at Rome revealed a triple 
race armong Italy, France and Ger- 
many to be the first nation to es- 
tablish a successful commercial air 
line to South America. 


Another Mild Winter 


Weather Bureau Expert Makes Fav- 
orable Prediction 

. Unless there is an unprecedentedly 

sharp drop in temperature, the weath- 

er man believes another moderate 

winter is in store. 

That is the normal expectancy, 
Joseph M. Kincer, chief of the agri- 
cultural meteorology division of the 
weather bureau at Washington states, 
as a result of the upward swing in 
the thermometer beginning in 1926. 

Records show that the weather 
moves in currents of a few cold years 
and then a few warm years, Kincer 
said. In the past, a’ change from one 
cycle to another has come gradually 
and, while not forecasting definitely 
a mild winter, he said that indications 
pointed that way since there is no 
evidence yet that a change to abnor- 
mal temperatures has begun. 


Peculiar Method Of Burial 

One of the strangest sights in the 
world is on a mountain top of Luzon, 
Philippine Islands. Fully clothed 
and sitting in groups of from ten to 
twenty-five each, there are hundreds 
of bodies of Igorots which have been 
mummified by the hot, dry air—their 
method of burial.

For Change In Game Act 

Claiming that the Federal Govern- 
ment through the present North West 
Territories Game Act seems to ex- 
clude whites from the _ territories, 
prospectors from Great Bear Lake 
now ot Fort Rae are signing a peti- 
tion asking for a change. 

The petition requests that indepen- 
dent prospectors holding hunting l- 
censes be permitted to trap fur-bear- 
ing animals in the winter, the catch 
to be limited to a specified number 
of pelts and the concession given only 
to bona-fide prospectors. 

The present law forbids white per- 
sons to trap and hunt unless they 
have been a resident in the territories 
for four years, The petition charges 
that this is unfair discrimination and 
entails great hardships on prospec- 
tors, if unable to make a living in the 
territories during the winter months, 
they are forced south in the early

New Westminster Forging To The

New Westminster, B.C., is the Do- 
minion's third largest seaport in the 
quantity of freight handled, it was 
announced recently by the New 
Westminster Harbor Board. The re- 
cent report issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, did not 
mention the Fraser River port. 

With 450,000 tons of cargo handled 
for the fiscal year ended March 81, 
1932, the port is only exceeded by 
Vancouver and Montreal. 

The bureau has announced that 
Saint John, N.B., was the third largest 
port with 415,167 tons. 

Present prospects indicate the port 
business for 1932 will exceed 480,000 
tons.

Cabbage and Goitre 


Medical Men See Some Connection 

Between Vegetable and Disease 

Cabbage that pillar of the vegetable 
kingdom that brings vitamins cheaply 
to our tables, is under medical sus- 
picions as a cause of goitre. 

In his address to the Manitoba 
Medical Association in convention at 
Winnipeg, Dr. A. C. Abbott, Winni- 
peg, cited experiments carried out at 
Johns Hopkin’s University which 
showed winter cabbage caused goitre 
in rabbits in the short space of three 
weeks. He told of a survey he has 
recently completed among Winnipeg 
school children in which his findings 
bore out this theory. 

Dr. Abbott found it significant that 
children of British extraction whose 
diet was varied, showed less than 12 
per cent. affected thyroid glands 
while between 80 and 40 per cent. of 
children whose people came from Eu- 
rope had enlarged thyroids. He found 
central Europeans ate a tremendous 
amount of cabbage, in comparison 
with British people.
